The affidavits were signed by George 
V Kelly, Tazewell County Republican 
and W. B. Leslie, publisner of the Clinch 
Valley News, at Tazewell, and said that 
Mrs. Caldwell asked an audience she 
was addressing at Tlazeweli to vote 
against Smith because he was a Catho- 
ic 

Mrs. Caldwell described Smith as 
“sium-born, rum-ralised, a wet Irish 
Catholic,” according to the affidavits. 

Mrs. Caldwell last week was cen- 
sored by Herbert Hoover, Republican 
presidential nominee, for sending out 
a letter attacking Gov. Smith on the 
religious issue. 

At the time of her speech, April 21, 
1928, she was speaking in the high 
school auditorium at Tazewell, Kelly’s 
affidavit said. The affidavit attested 
that Mrs. Caldwell told the women 
they could expect nothing better than 
to be “under the dominion of the 
Pope of Rome” if Smith were elected.

Following the meeting of the board, 
Carus! let it be known that the board 
is not trying to get into “a row” with 
the Commissioners, but only is seek- 
ing to evolve some method whereby the 
legislative recommendations of the 
board may reach Congress without the 
customary delay. 

The board agreed to a recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools, adopt as the 
type of plan for elementary schools a 
two-story building in lieu of the three- 
story structure that has heretofore 
been considered the type plan.

Cost Is Not Increased. 


Dr. Ballou pointed out that the two- 
Story building, such as the new Lang- 
don School, was found to be the ideal 
type. This type affords better ventila- 
tion and lighting facilities, and also 
permits the concentration of speciai- 
ized activities, as is being done in the 
three-story type, and can be construct- 
ed just as cheaply, despite the fact that 
the two-story structures will cover more 
acreage. 

As was predicted several days ago in 
The Washington Post, the board acted 
favorably on the offer of .cooperation 
from the Association for the.Prevention 
of Tuberculosis to aid in the establish- 
ment of 24-hour health 
Washington. 

Dr. Ballou was ordered to investigate 
the feasibility of the plan, and to make 
a report at a later meeting of the 
board.

ATLANTIC. ZEPPELIN 
TRIUMPHS IN TEST 


Covers 1,800 Miles While 
341% Hours Aloft in 
Visit to England. 


ALL REQUIREMENTS MET 


Berlin, Oct. 3 (A.P.).—The acid test 
of the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, before 
its venture, 
pleted today when it was returned to 
its hangar at Friedrichshafen after 
344% hours in the air. The big ship 
had completed about 1,800 miles at an 
average of more than 52 miles an hour, 
carrying 70 persons. 

When the big airship started out yes- 
terday morning, Dr. Hugo Eckener had 
intended to fly over Berlin in honor of 
the birthplace of President von Hinden- 
burg. Balked by adverse weather, he 
turned west to the Rhine. He passed 
over Holland and the North Sea, touch- 
ed the British East Coast at Yarmouth, 
circled over parts of England and then 
in the darkkness headed eastwardly 
across the North Sea toward Germany. 

He picked up the German coast at 
the Island of Borkum off th mouth of 
the River Ems. Then he flew over 
Bremen and Hamburg, after which he 
steered to Flensburg, his birthplace. 

Berlin was the next “port of call’. 
A guard of honor consisting of twelve 
airplanes rose from the Staaken Air- 
drome and escorted the Zeppelin as she 
dipped over the executive mansion. 
Dr. Eckener tried to drop a mailbag 
and @ bouquet for President von hin- 
denburg into the grounds of the Ger- 
man white house, but the parachutes 
to which these were attached landed 
about six blocks away from their ob- 
jective. 

After broadcasting a radio message to 
the people of Berlin, Dr. Eckener head- 
ed his airship toward Leipzig. He also 
gave the people of Dresden and Bay- 
reuth a sight of the new air liner be- 
fore he finally headed it back to 
Friedrichshafen. 

The dirigible attained its greatest 
altitude of the trip, 7,800 feet, while 
flying at night over the North Sea. 

Throughout the trip the motors 
functioned flawlessly and the experi- 
ment of running all five of them sim- 
ultaneously with the new “Blau gas” 
was successful, although for the great 
part of the flight benzine was used so 
as to conserve the new fuel for the 
flight to America, the start of which 
has been set for October 7, weather

Police Halt Mae West Play 
Second Time; Stop Matinee 


Officers Walk on Stage at Start of Third Act and Hustle 
Actors Off—Author Not Seized—Case Will 
Go to Grand Jury. 


New York, Oct. 3 (AP.).—A matinee 
performance of Mae West’s play, 
“Pleasure Man,” was halted in the course 
of the first scene of the third act this 
afternoon by Police Lieut. James Coy, 
who walked on the stage and told the 
audience that he was placing the cast 
under arrest. Miss West and her actors 
had also been arrested after Monday 
night’s opening of the play, charged 
with staging an indecent performance. 

District Attorney Joab H. Banton to- 
day obtained from police officials de- 
tailed reports of Monday night’s arrest 
and this action was taken to indicate 
that he planed to take the case before 
the grand jury. 

Mr. Banton also got the reports of 
pclice authorities who view the produc- 


tion during its tryout week. Miss West 
obtained a supreme court injunction to

Officers who visited last night’s per- 
formance said it had been improved 
from the standpoint of decency, by 
alterations. 

Coy announced that the injunction

than 50 had given the production last 
night had been vacated. 

When one of the actors protested 
and insisted on making a speech gal- 
lery customers booed him and Lieut.

Meanwhile Coy’s blue- 
coats, augmented by detectives, were 
bundling the other actors into four 
patrol wagons.

FLASHING HELP CALLS 


Liner Ballin Fights Galle and 


High Waves to Get to 
Distressed Craft.

New York, Oct. 3.—Lives of 27 men 
were saved in one dramatic rescue to- 
day and desperate efforts were under 
way tonight to save 44 more in another 
amid mountainous seas of the Nortn 
Atlantic, whipped to fury by an 80- 
mile gale. 

The storm, which is the worst rec- 
orded thus far this season over the 
main ocean lane to Europe, endangered 
scores of vessels. 

Those rescued were the officers and 
crew of the tug Fillet, of New York 
which was in a sinking condition 79 
miles off Montauk Point where the 
Hawaiian-American liner American ar- 
rived on the scene in respoose t SOS 
calls. Lifeboats were lowered after: 
great difficulty, and the American’: 
crew succeeded in taking off all the 
men on the foundering. vessel. {t 
sank soon afterward 

Later they were transferred to the 
coast guard cutter Terry, which also 
had picked up the distress calls and 
hurried to the spot. It is velleved the 
Fillet formerly was the salvage trawl>r 
Rescue.

First word of the freighter’s distress 
reached New York in a message frou 
Capt. George Fried, master of thy 
United States liner America, and who 
was captain of the President Rooseve:t 
at the time of its epic rescue of the 
crew of the Antinoe two years ago. 

In the same message Capt. Fried an 
nounced he had changed the America’s 
course and was hurrying to the rescue 
of the Celaeno, but in a later message 
declared that the Albert Ballin, 150 
miles nearer the Celaeno’s position than 
the America, had taken over the tas 
of attempted rescue. 

Last messages from the Dutch 
freighter were that its engine room was 
flooded and that there was but small 
hope of keeping the vessel afloat much 
longer. The ship was bound from Rot- 
terdam to Boston with a cargo of coal. 


Guided by Radio. 


The exact location of the Celaeno 
could not be determined, but it S 
known that every effort was being mgde 
by the rescue ship to locate the qdis- 
tressed boat; and latest reports indi- 
cated that, guided by intermittent 
radio messages, she was nearing her 
goal. 

The Celaeno is a freighter of 3,544 
tons and left Rotterdam September 25 
for Boston. The Albert Ballin left 
Hamburg September 29 and was to 
have docked here Thursday. 

Among the passengers the relief ship 
carried is Dr. John McGrath, president 
of the Bellevue Hospital here. So med- 
ical aid, if needed, is assured the dis- 
tressed crew of the Celaeno. 

Meanwhile the quick getaway of the 
big ocean liners when they start from 
quarantine resulted in a collision in 
New York Harbor between the French 
liner France and the Government cut- 
ter Raritan that nearly ended in dis- 
aster. 

The France was leaving quarantine 
to start up the harbor to its pier when 
the Raritan, bearing officials, ship news 
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reporters and others, came alongside 
and was caught astern’ by a heavy 
fiood tide. With her bow hooked at a 
sharp angle against the huge steel 
side of the France, the cutter was shoved 


over until her gunwales were taking 
water as she was dragged along. The 
cutter was whistling desperately for 
the France to stop. When the Raritan’s 
engine room began taking water the 
order was given by the chief engineer 
to distribute life preservers. Some of 
the alarmed passengers, including 
Arthur Brisbane, the Hearst columnist, 
attempted to jump from the bow of 
the cutter into an open porthole of 
the France. Brisbane’s daughter, Sarah, 
was aboard the France. 

The liner finally came to a stop and 
then put on full speed astern, and the 
Rarita righted itself and pulled away. 
Capt. Jean Simon, of the France, 
blamed the accident on the cutter, and 
the cutter’s crew blamed it on the 
France. The superstructure of the 
Raritan was wrenched.

WN OPIUM 
SIZED ON STEAMER 


Sharp Nose of Customs In- 
spector Betrays Cache on 
World Girdler. 


MAY COST LINE $400,000 


New York, Oct. 3 (A.P.).—A customs 
sleuth with only one eye, but an un- 
usually keen sense of smell today led 
his colleagues to a cache of 15,999 
ounces of opium that had been con- 


cealed in the anchor chain locker of 
the Dollar liner President Harrison. 

The officers at first estimated the 
seizure, said to be the largest opium 
confiscation ever made at an Eastern 
port, at 3,000 tins, but a later check 
cut the total to 2,665, 

The drug, valued at about $1,000,000, 
bootleg prices, was seized after the 
liner had docked at Jersey City after a 
trip around the _ world. She had 
touched at Shanghai and Hongkong, 
and the customs authorities, who 
quickly decided that none of her of- 
ficers Knew anything of the contra- 
band’s presence aboard, held the opin- 
ion that the opium had been smuggled 
into the locker while the ship was an- 
chored at a Chinese port. 


Must Post $400,000 Bond. 


The Dollar Steamship Co., opérating 
the vessel, was ordered not to let her 
sail for a foreign port pending filing of 
a $400,000 bond. This figure, customs 
Officials explained, was approximately 
the amount of the fine that could be 
levied against the company. as a result 
of the seizure. The ship was allowed 
to go to Boston to discharge cargo, but 
she must return here within three 
days, on orders of Philip Elting, col- 
lector of the port. Officials of the 
company intimated that the bond 
would be posted. 

The agent who detected the hidden 
opium was Edward Starace, a customs 
service veteran, who lost the sight of 
one eye in a Government raid years 
ago. He and fifteen comrades, search- 
ing the ship from stem to stern, for 
John J. McGill, deputy surveyor of 
customs in charge of the new customs 
enforcement bureau, noticed that the 
steamer’s crew of 160 men included 131 
Chinese. 


Odor Betrays Smugglers. 


Starace was working underneath the 
anchor winch, far below decks, when 
he sniffed the strange, pungent odor 
of opium. He thought it came from 
the locker in the bow, where the liner’s 
anchor chain was coiled. The search- 
ing party directed that the 90-fathom 
chain be run out, and then the agents 
tackled the heavy wooden wall of the 
chamber. Crowbars wouldn’t. break It 
down, so they got saws from the ship’s 
carpenter and cut the planks. 
Reaching into the dark hole they 
hauled out burlap bags that contained 
the 2.665 tins of opium. They ques- 
tioned the crew and four Chinese, one 
of them a boatswain, were arrested, 
charged with attempted smuggling. 
Capt. James D. Guthrie master of 
the President Harrison, appeared this 
afternoon before George Brimer, assist- 
ant solicitor in the legal division of the 
customs service, and it was at this con- 
ference that the bond was fixed. Under 
the law the company is subject to a 
fine of $25 per ounce of the contraband, 
agents said.

NEW INDICTMENTS ASKED 


Winnipeg, Manitoba, Oct. 3 (A.P.).—

Two 
Winnipeg officers accompanied the 
party to the border. 

The prisoner was arrested 
day. He came to Winnipeg five weeks 
ago, posing as a manufacturer of 
breakfast. food and prepared to open 
up a cereal business. A former At- 
lantan, now a resident here, was the 
informant who notified police that 
Carnes was in the city. The identity 
of the informant, who will probably 
receive a $5,000 reward offered for 
Carnes, had not been revealed. 

From the momeént of his arrest 
Carnes agreed to waive extradition and 
expressed impatience to get back to 
Atlanta and “get this thing through 
with.” The Georgian officers ques- 
tioned him at length, but he refused 
to talk, oh advice of counsel. 

When Carnes arrived here he 
wearing a faded blue suit, alleged to 
have been adopted as part of a dis- 
guise while he fied to Canada. When 
he left today he was wearing fashion- 
ably tailored clothes purchased be- 
tween the time of his arrival here and 
his arrest.

Declaring that .or several years be- 
fore the eighteenth dmendment went in- 
to cifect he had had noconnection with 
liquor production of any «ind, Secre- 
tary Mellon, of the Treasury, yesterday 
made pubiic his reply to questions 
asked by Senator T. H. Uaraway, of 
Arkansas, in a letter on September 28 

Secretary Mellon pointed out that the

New York’s latest filthy play, written by 
a woman who has already served a jail term 
for producing an obscene play, does not seem 
to be the result of public disaffection on ac- 
count of prohibition.

A SCIENCE OF HISTORY. 

At a recent session of the Modern Church- 
men’s Conference, held at Girton College, 
Cambridge, England, an interesting debate 
took place on the question: “Is a Science of 
History Possible?’’ One of the debaters, Dr. 
G. G. Coulton, read a paper in which he con- 
tended that history is capable of presenting an 
ordered knowledge not only of phenomena but 
also of the relation between them. This, he 
maintained, has always been the aim of the 
greatest historians, but he was forced to ad- 
mit, with reluctance and sadness, that many 
writers of history have sinned against the 
light. 

‘In proof of his main contention, he quoted 
from two scholars who might be supposed to 
have been subject to special temptation to the 
contrary, Bishop Bossuet and the monk Mabil- 
lon. Each of these men had spoken of his 
historical task in terms which the severest 
scientist could heartily indorse. Bossuect em-

Bride in asking him for an opinion. 
The question submitted to Mr. Bride, 
Childress said, were legal questions and 
the commission was able and intended 
to pass itself on questions of policy. 
Earlier Mr. Bride had declared that he 
did not want to be put in a position 
of determining whether the commis- 
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Sion should or should not grant in- | 
creased fares. 


Congress Views Voiced.

Scientists Robbed 
Of Costly Stamps

Five valuable collections of stamps, 
contained in the albums of three scien- 
tists of the Smithsonian Institution, re- 
cently have been stolen from three dif- 
ferent places in the buildings of the 
museum, according to complaints made 
yesterday to the police by Edward A.

OF 3 DEPARTMENTS 


Unity Is Sought in Work of 


Sewer, Water and Street 
Divisions. 


LESS INCONVENIENCE 
IS WANTED IN REPAIRS 
Study.ls Made to Avoid the 
Necessity of Cutting Into. 
New Paving. 


Coordination of the work of the 
Street, Water and“Sewer Departments 


has been begun by the District engle 
neers under the direction of Col. Wille 
lam B. Ladue, Engineer Commissioner, 

It is not enough, Col. Ladue believes, 
to attempt coordination of the work 
of the various departments after the 
work of each department has been dé- 
cided on individually for the year and 
legislative authority given and appro- 
priations made. 

It is proposed to begin the coordina- 
tion prior to the making up of the an- 
nual District estimates, so that these, 
when submitted to Congress, will em- 
body developments by streets or neigh- 
borhoods in so far as is found prac- 
ticable. 

The program will begin with the 
grading of streets to permit the exten- 
Sion of water and sewer systems and 
continue to the paving of the streets. 


Underground Committee Functioning. 
An “underground committee” al- 
ready is functioning as a check on re- 
pairs, replacements or extensions of 
water, sewer and public utility facill- 
ties to avoid necessity for cutting into 
newly laid sidewalks and roadways, 

Study its being given to methods of 
extending the scope of this preliminary 
work so that it will begin with the 
plans two years ahead. This would al- 
low for detailed preparation and con- 
sideration of the work in preparing the 

District estimates by the de- 
partment heads, the Commissioners 
and Congress. 

Study also is being to the 

of lessening inconvenience 
due to street repairs making necessary 
traffic detours or other interference 
with traffic or business, Col. Ladue said. 

Investigation is being made to ascer- 
tain whether complaints are made 
against the obstruction of traffic by 
Street repair work are entirely justified 
and how this situation can be remedied 
in the future. 

One proposal under consideration, 
Col. Ladue said, is to limit-the amount 
of new street paving laid in any one 
section In a given year, thereby avoid- 
ing difficulties arising from the block- 
ing of several streets at one time in any 
neighborhood.
